Largest Bo.dy She Ever Had in the Field. 
Com- 


parison of British and Boer Methods of 


Warfare. 
Buller Cannot Turn Boer 


Army Without Another Division 


London, Fea. 2.—Mr. Wyndham's re- 


markable declaration in the house of 
commons that Great Britain will have 
In a fortnight 180,000 regulars in South 
Africa, TOGO Canadians and Australians, 
and 26,000 South African volunteers, is 
received with wonderment. 


Of this total of 213,000 troops, with 


452 guns, all are now there, with the 
exception of about 18,000 that are afloat. 
Beyond comparison this is the largest 
force that Great Britain has ever put 
Into the 
field. 
At the end of the 


Crimean war she had scraped together 
80,000 men. 
Wellington had at Water- 


loo 25,000. 


Mr. Wyndham's speech was the strong- 


est defense the government has yet put 
forward as to what has been done and is 
being done. 


The general tone of the morning pa- 


pers is that his figures will astonish the 
country. 
Roughly speaking, only 80,- 


000 men are at the front. 
Ten thousand 


others have been lost, and 10,000 are shut 
up at Ladysmith, 


Excluding these, there are70,000 troops 


who have not yet been In action, in ad- 
dition to those at sea, 
"Why so many 


effectives have not yet been engaged is 
explained by the lack of transportation 
and the organization of supplies, to 
which Lord Roberts is devoting his ex- 
perience and Lord Kitchener his genius 
for details. 


It seems as though the weight of 


these masses must destroy the equi- 
librium which now holds the British 
forces stationary wherever they are in 
contact with the Boer army. 


Lack of tran^poit and 
organization 


•will not explain adequately why, when 
generals at the front request reinforce- 
ments, they get them in rather small 
numbers. 
Knowledge is slowly pene- 


trating to London that laige garrisons 
must be kept m Cape Colony to hold 
flown the Cape Dutch, who, as everyone 
knows, outnumber the British residents 
three to two.

According to Mr. Churchill there are 


7000 Boers watching Ladysmith, 
the 


same number held ready to resist Gen- 
eral Bufl*r and 5000 kept in reserve to 
reinforce either body at need. Thus 
General Buller I.rs to attack 12,000 men 
entrenched on favorable ground. For 
that purpose Mr. Churchill thinks he 
ought to have 36,000 men instead of 25,000. 
In other words, General Buller ought to 
have another division. 


This opinion coincides with the view 


we have all along expressed, that the- 
center of gravity of the war lies in Natal, 
and that a British victory there would be 
decisive, wliile a complete British defeat 
in Natal would have disastrous conse- 
quences not easily to be estimated. 


It sse-ms difficult, 
in view of the 


strategy accepted at the war office, as 
well as at Cape Town, to believe that 
General Buller is to be allowed once 
more to attack a position with less than 
tha numerical superiority of three to 
one which tacticians commonly think 
necessary for such a task. 


It is hardly intelligible that he should 


attack again without being reinforced. 
Apparently, however, a third attempt 
will be made without loss of time. In- 
deed, it seems probable that the move- 
ment la now in progress. We must hope 
that the splendid bravery of our men 
will be rewarded by success. When Mr. 
Churchill says that "the public must 
neirve themselves," he probably means: 
"Prepare our countrymen at home for 
heavy losses in the coming battle."

Two direct slaps were given Governor 


Taylor yesterday by public officers, who 
declined to o-bey Ms orders. The first 
came from President Rodman of the 
Farmers' bank, which is a state de- 
pository. Some vouchers on. the blank 
were signed by Governor Taylor in favor 
of some of the militia officers who 
wanted money for their 
companies. 


When they were presented at the bank 
payment was refused. President Rod- 
man said that he did not see how he 
could pay out the money on orders 
signed by Governor Taylor until he knew 
for certain who was the actual governor 
of Kentucky. He had asked an opinion 
from the attorney of the bank, and when 
it was received he would act accord- 
ingly. 


The second instance promised for a 


time to have serious consequences and 
trouble may yet arise from it. Governor 
Taylor Issued a pardon to Douglass 
Hayes, a convict in the Frankfort peni- 
tentiary, who is serving a. five-year term 
for manslaughter, having 
been 
sen- 


tenced in March, 1899. When the pardon 
was sent to Warden Lillard he decided 
that he could not free the man until he 
was satisfied regarding the legal status 
of the governorship. 'He made no reply 
to Governor Taylor, but declined to 
honor the pardon. The penitentiary 
commissioners agreed with the position 
taken by the warden. 


The action of Lillard, who is an ardent 


supporter of Goebel, aroused intense in- 
dignation among the Republicans, aiid 
it was declared that soldiers would be 
sent to the penitentiary to take the man 
away if Lillard persisted in his refusal 
to releas* Hayes. 


When asked If he intended to resist 


troops if they should be sent to release 
Hayes, the ward-en replied: "Oh, no, it 
would not do for me to attempt any such 
thing as that. I have 14 guards only, 
and they could not do much against 
soldiers. When the soldiers come 
up 


bere and demand the/keys'for the pur- 
pose ot releasing Hayes I think they are 
likely to get them: If 
cor*victs are 


taken out of here in that manner the re- 
sponsibility will rest on the men who 
take them away and not upon me." 


No attention whatever has been paid 


by the militia to the ord&rs of Governor 
Goebel to return to their homes-. Ad- 
jutant General Collier says that no con- 
sideration will be given to any orders 
that may emanate f rotfcthft Goebel head- 
quarters. 


The legislature will today take active 


steps to prevent Governor Taylor from 
interfering with any session if it desires 
to hold one in the legislative chambers. 
Papers have been prepared and an In- 
junotlon will be asked for from Judge 
Cantrill of the fiscal court, restraining 
governor Taylor from Interfering in any 
way with the proceedings- of the legisla- 
ture. Governor Taylor has announced 
before this that hje would pay no atten- 
tion to the orders of the fiscal court. 
The probabilities arc that some trouble 
will ensue. 


When the members of tho legislature 


attempted to enter the state house, at 
fi o'clock last evening, a double file of 
soldiers, with fixed bayonets, met the 
members at the door and turned them 
back. , Speaker Trimble adjourned the 
legislature again, subject to his call. 


Governor Goebel passed an unfavorable 


day, although he was fairly comfortable 
wh<m night came on. He had half a 
dozen doctors around him. and the re- 


ports of his condition varied according 
to the last physician who left his room. 
One doctor was confident that he would 
recover and another would allow him an 
hour or two before he breathed his last. 


Early this morning Dr. Hume said 


that Governor Goebel would probably 
live some hours. He added, however, 
that there was a «ioselbility of uraemlc 
poisoning, and tnat It was possible for 
the governor to die In convulsions al- 
most any time.

Warmth of Birds' Blood. 


The blood of birds offers some data 


for thought not found in the blood of 
any" other cla?s of animals. The blood 
corpuscles afe shaped differently, be- 
ing oval instead of round.

Birds' blood is several degrees warmer 
than that of other animals. To man 
such a temperature of the blood as 
birds possess would be a fever. This 
high temperature 
causes molecular 


changes in tbe tissues and brain to take 
jlace more rapidly, wnich. would cause 
the consumption of more food, and 
brain activity would be more intense, 
BO that for the same amount of work a 
smaller brain would^ meet all tbe re- 
quirements, which at a lower tempera- 
ture would require one of greater size.

LONG DISTANCE FIGHTING. 


i Impossible to Tell Infantry Front 


Cavalry at Two Thousand Tards. 
"Unless they have bad experience," 


remarked an army officer, "people are 
very likely to have a very imperfect 
idea as to distances in army and field 
operations and as a result get things 
considerably raised. When they read 
that armies are engaging with each oth- 
er at 2,000 yards between them, they 
may think that they can see each other, 
but the reality is tej different. 


"At that distance, to the naked eye, 


a man or a horse does not look any 
larger than a speck. It is impossible to 
distinguish at that distance between a 
man and a horse, and at 800 yards less, 
1,200 
j-ards, especially where there is 


any dust, it requires the best kind of 
eyes to tell intantry from cavalry. At 
900 yards the movements become clear- 
er, though it Is not until they get with- 
in 750 yards of eaoh other that ths 
heads of the columns can be made oat 
with anything like certainty. 


"Infantry can be seen in the sunlight 


much easier than the cavalry or artil- 
lery, for the reason that' less dust is 
raised. Besides that, infantry can be dis- 
tinguished by th'e glitter of their mus- 
kets. At 2,000 yards, however, every- 
thing is unsatisfactory, even with the 
aid of field glasses, for a marching col- 
umn in dry wfcather raises a great deal 
of duEt."—Washington iStar.

Lie* In Siberia—Bis Railroad Line 
to Develop It—Aaierlcnu Muiiufuc- \ 
tnrea Declared to Be Better Than 
Any In the World. 
Count de Cassini. the Russian em- 


bassador at Washington, recently dis- 
cussed with the correspondent of the 
Chicago Times-Herald the relations of 
his government to the United States 
and the possibilities of the "open door" 
la the orient. 


"Whether or not the Russian oppn 


door at Vladivostok and Talien Wan is 
hospitable to American products is a 
matter of fnct and not of argument." 
he said. "Russia has been decidedly 
friendly to the merchants and manu- 
facturers of the United States. In the 
projection of vast enterprises umler 
way in Siberia th» imperial Russian 
government hns been at some paius to 
eeek American markets and to make 
important purchases therein. 


'•Russia has purchased from 
the 


United States thousands and thousands 
of toas of steel rails for the construc- 
tion of the Siberian railroad. It also 
has purchased more than 300 locomo- 
tives in the L-uited States. These have 
been shipped to Russia and Siberia 
and, together with the warships manu- 
factured by the Cramps, make a con- 
siderable account. These purchases 
were not made altogether because tho 
Imperial 
Russian 
government 
was 


friendly to the United States, but be- 
cause tbe manufactures of the United 
States are not only cheaper but better 
than any others in the world. 


"When the United States, some 30 


years ago, contemplated the Pacific 
railroads as a dream, the task was not 
as difficult as that' which confronted 
Russia, but both succeeded. It is only 
necessary for America to look back to 
those days-'and remember the barren 
Wastes of weary miles which have 
grown iato prosperous aud populous 
states to understand the possibilities 
which the Transsiberian railroad opens 
to the world. 


"Siberia is equal in area to Canada 


and the United States. It is equal iu 
diversified resources. A scattered pop- 
ulation of about 5,000,000 occupies this 
empire. With the growth of the Unit- 
ed States from similar causes as an ex- 
ample it is well within bounds to say 
that in Siberia lies the greatest market 
and the largest theater for American 
enterprise since the Pacific railroads 
opened up your own west. 


"Russia offers the most alluring in- 


ducements to American capital to as- 
sist in the development of this empire. 
In the first place, all mining and agri- 
cultural machinery destined for this re- 
gion is absolutely free of duty or oth- 
er hindrance at the port of Talien Wan 
or Vladivostok. 
All articles of first 


necessity are also free, and the same is 
true of foodstuffs which enter largely 
into the life of the poorer classes. 


"Russia is determined that the ad- 


vantages freely offered to Americans 
shall be understood. To this end ar- 
rangements are being made for an 
American-Russian exhibit to follow the 
Paris exposition. Merchants and man- 
ufacturers will be Invited to display 
their goods at either Moscow or St. Pe- 
tersburg, and negotiations are being 
favorably considered by Russia to 
transfer the whole Russian exhibit at 
the Paris exposition to Philadelphia as 
a permanent exhibition. 
Americans 


who desire to avail themselves of the 
advantages of the Moscow or St. Pe- 
tersburg exposition will be given great- 
ly reduced freight rates an<J other sub- 
stantial inducements to make this in- 
ternational affair a complete success 
and a lasting benefit to the two people 
concerned. 


"So far as the China trade at Talien 


Wan is concerned, only the Chinese du- 
ties will be collected, but as the busi- 
ness at Talien Wan will be Siberian 
rather than Chinese of course the Unit- 
ed States is more 'interested in the lat- 
ter aspect. For this reason Russia has 
had to consider a very delicate and 
complicated problem in determining 
the answer to the United States con- 
cerning the open door. 


"Primarily the door was open and 


will always remain open. It is a case 
of sheer necessity, but Interests of im- 
perial magnitude had to be safeguard- 
ed. The same assurance which would 
be very easy and natural in the case of 
a mere market port established for the 
same reason that a merchant opeus a 
store could uot be so easily given re- 
garding a port intended to supply the 
wants of Siberia and be the entrepot 
of the gigantic commerce which will 
result wion the Transsiberian railroad 
clips 30 to -*0 days from the journey 
round the world." 


History on a Watch Face.

pointed out the origin of tbe double set 
of 12 hours represented on our watch 
and clock faces.

The "Eroalve Action of Inflamed 


Gnse»" Can»e» the Ktritt Serious In- 
jury— HOTT the Projectile Help* to 
Kill the Gun. 


The larger a cannon the more exten- 


sive are tho injuries it receives with 
each successive discharge. All damage 
flone to a gun is internal. The separate 
action of the powder and the projectile 
damages the piece every timo it is aimed 
and fired. Obviously the amount of the 
damage depends upon the material and 
workmanship of the gun. Men who 
make big guns describe tho harm done 
their pete with many intricate and jinz- 
zling terms of a scientific turn. In ono 
case a gun is damaged because tho part 
of the boro •tfhieh contains the powder 
Is enlarged. This happens when the 
metal is compressed, and it is moro dan- 
gerous and more plainly seen if the 
gunners have been using wads between 
their explosive aud their projectile. 


Then, again, cavities aro produced by 


the melting away of a part of tho metal 
by tho heat of combustion of the charge. 
Cracks come from the tearing asunder 
of the particles of the metal at the sur- 
face of tho bore. When it is first made, 
a crack of this particular kind is barely 
percepuble, but it increases each time 
the gun is fired. Gradually it extends 
completely through the bide of the 
piece. Th-o crack usually begins at the 
junction of the chamber with tho bore, 
Eimply because, as guns now.are, this 
part is not EO well supported as the 
others. 


Edward S. Farrow, U. S. A., Is au- 


thority on damage to guns, although, 
like all others who have studied the 
question, bo does not agree with very 
many authorities on all the points to 
consider in the life of a cannon. He con- 
tends that furrowing or scoring produced 
by the erosive action of inflamed gases 
is the great disease which attacks the 
very big guns first. This particular in- 
jury is most apparent where the current 
of the gas is most rapid or at the inte- 
rior orifice of ihe vent and on the sur- 
face of the bore, directly over the seat 
of the projectile. This scoring begins 
very early in the life cf a very large 
gun, but it is conceded that it does not 
become very important until the piece 
has been discharged considerably. Lieu- 
tenant Furrow describes this scoring as 
resembling the bark of an aged elm tree, 
che metal being eaten away into irregu- 
lar furrows and ridges. In extreme 
cases, however, scoring has not killed 
the gun, although in some cases it has 
acted like a wedge and split the bore at 
the place attacked. 


Where the action of the projectile has 


ruined tbe gun the damage has been 
done aronnd the projectile and in front 
of it. The elasticity of the metal and 
the crowding up of portions of it in 
front of the shot cause a rebounding 
process. The projectile, carried forward 
by the force of the charge, strikes 
against the upper part of the bore; then 
it is sent against the bottom and again 
bounds to the top, and so on until it 
emerges from the piece. The effect of 
this bounding motion ia to raise and de- 
press the gun in its trunnion holes. The 
accuracy of fire is diminished, &nd, ,pf 
course, iha gun is unfit for service. 
Bronze guns are the worst sufferers in 
this way. Mortars—short and dumpy— 
are not affected. 
f 


To stop the bounding of the projectile 


gunners wrap the shell in cloth or pa- 
per or else shift the base of the mass 
to be hurled. This last proctss is con- 
sidered the best and is done by reduc- 
ing the diameter of tho cartridge and 
adding to its length. Pro3ectile injury 
is also caused by furrows or scratches 
made by rough shells or esse shot. 
Small fragments, too, brt,!\k away very 
often from the shells and give the bore 
a grinding and cutting process, produc- 
tive of great damage. 


Enlargement of the muzzle is another 


serious injury produced by the projec- 
tile. This is aaassd by a process which 
seems unavoidable. As the shell leaves 
ihe piece it strikes against one portion 
of the bore. The resistance at the mouth 
being less than at any other point, ttje 
metal naturally yields, and the muzzle 
of the cannon is elongated in a vertical 
direction. 


Some men who ongh^ to know say 


that 150 shots is the life'of a very big 
gun—a 12 or 13 inch weapon. Others 
place the number of shots at 400 or 500. 
As a matter of fact, it is all guesswork. 
The great Krnpp gun shown at the 
World's fair and conceded to be perfect 
—or supposed to be so—has been dis- 
charged less than ten times, and it is 
now believed to have reached its limit. 
On the other hand, the big guns of tho 
American battleships have passed tho 
time allottee! them by wise men who 
know guns and apparently are as good 
as when tested. How soon they may 
yield, however, is not iu the books. 


Lieutenant Farrow says that a very 


large gun should not be expected to 
stand more than 400 or 500 shots before 
it will be necessary to open a new vent, 
closing the old one at its interior orifica. 
When tbe gun dies—bursts—the lines 
of fracture are photographed. Speci- 
mens of the metal are saved. Tesrts are 
made and conclusions drawn. And Un- 
cle Sam has figured out so many things 
in this same connection that his _gnus 
nowadays are conceded to be better than 
those of any other maker. They live 
longer than the wise ones say they 
'

Evidences of a Prehistoric Civiliza- 


tion I'onnd In Kansas. 
• 


Evidences of a prehistoric civiliza- 


tion on what is now the broad prairie 
i:;nd of Kansas have just bsea dug 
from 30 feet below the surface of the 
ground by .1. W. Dice, an Allen county 
farmer1, says a Fort Scott (Kan.) dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 
Mr. Dice has also discovered 


some most remarkable fossils of an- 
cient aniroais. His first discovery was 
on the banks of the Neosho river, 
where that stream joins h'is farm, 
ner.r Neosho Falls. It consisted of the 
skeletons of two immense buffalpea 
which were found standing erect be- 
tween 20 and -5 feet below the sur- 
face. Their positions were natural, in- 
dicating that tb*y had been sbdd.eJily 
caught by some subterranean disturb- 
ance or swallowed by a bed of qufck- 
sand. 
Immediately over them . vwas 


growing a walnut tree measuring four 
feet in diameter. This tree was with* 
out doubt between 300 and 400 years 
old.

Most interesting, however, of the dis- 


coveries by Mr. Dice are parts of a hu- 
man image, which seems to have been 
made out of concrete, though it may 
have been carved from a peculiar stone 
not known to this age. These pieces 
were found about 30 feet beneath the 
surface. To ascertain to what age they 
belonged or what hands probably made 
them will be an interesting study for 
scientists. 
The workmanship seems 


to have been as artistic as modern 
sculpture. The vicinity in which they 
were found was occupied by the In- 
dians until about 35 years ago hndJ 
since that time it has been an unfre- 
quented prairie.

At this late day 
an enemy of the author of the famous 
"J'accuse" letter, Emile Zola, sought 
ito square with him for his part in the 
Dreyfus drama and published an ar- 
ticle defaming the memory of Zola 
pere.

bombarded the editor of the offending 
newspaper with i~3 withering rhetoric. 
The editor began proceedings against 
Zola, and Zola declared he would prove 
the «ttacks on his father's name were 
false and that he had done nothing but 
tell the truth about the editor. And so 
he did. He showed that the "dossier" 
of his father was in the possession of 
the "general staff," that it had been in 
the custody of the infamous Henry s.nd 
that that Henry tampered \\ith the 
documents to place a stain on the mem- 
ory of the parent Zola, who was then 
arousing France to the national shame 
of the Dreyfus case. The whole* thing 
was an outcome of the Dreyfus affair 
and ended so happily for Zola that his 
admirers presented him a gold medal 
bearing his own medallion.

CHJEAPEB GAS 
AGITATION 


There is a swelling movement in this 


Btate looking to cheaper gas. It had its 
rise in the recent decision of the gas 
commission relative to the gas situa- 
tion in Haverhiil. 


In Haverhiil they had a gas company 


which was making so much money out 
cf its monopoly that it was reaJly get- 
ting ashamed of being known to be 
taking so mu£h money out of the peo- 
ple. But it never occurred to the 
company to cut down the price of gas. 
On the contrary, it occurred to it to 
find some way by which it could con- 
tinue receiving the tooabfundant pub- 
. lie alms. It projected a new company 
of large capitalization to- buy out the 
old company of small capitalization so 
that a nice pile could be made in the 
transfer and so that the earnings would 
not look so big spread over the new and 
large capitalization. They were shame- 
fully large on the old and small capi- 
talization. 


But at this point the people of Haver- 


Jim took a hand and succeeded, after 
much work, in rousing the state gas 
commission to a sense of its public 
duty. 
They 
got the commission 


thoroughly aroused and, after exhaus- 
tive investigation, 
down went the 


price of gas in Haverhill to 80 cents by 
order of the commission. 


The Haverhiil case, together with of- 


fers to cities outside of the state to 
have their gas supplied as low as 50 
cents, has bestirred several Massachu- 
setts cities to see what they can do 
through the legislature 
to reduce 


the tax they 
pay to 
their gaa 


monopolies by way of prices for gas. 


Now appears the city of Lynn in the 


legislature and asks the passage of an 
order that the gas commission inves- 
tigate the Lynn gas situation. Brock- 
ton takes advantage of the opportunity 
and asks for the same attention. 
Everett, Quincy and Newburyport fol- 
low suit, and the question is pending 
Jn the house of representatives.

The dominating object of the govern- 
ment's policy is equality of rights be- 
tween the white races in South Africa, 
and next in point of importance, to see 
that never again shall it be possible for 
a vast arsenal to be formed there under 
other control than that of Great Brit- 
ain. To that end the government shall 
have our support." 


It is admitted that Campbell-Ban- 


nerman has failed in leading the oppo- 
sition, that he has not united the politi- 
cal and other opponents of the govern- 
ment and that, the Irish refraining to 
vote, the vote in favor of the govern- 
ment will be very decisive. The ex- 
pected has happened; the situation is 
too acute to play politics with it. The 
people of Great Britain would not 
stand that so it will not be attempted.

Germany'* Wonderful Strlda 


In an article on "The United States 


of the World," written by George Le- 
land Hunter, in Ainslee's, we find this 
interesting outline of Germany's pro- 
gress in the last twenty years: "The 
German empire learning wisdom from 
England, and perhaps from, remember- 
ing the ambitions of the Great Elect- 
or two centuries before, refused to be 
content with land empire and. longed 
for the freedom of the sea. They went 
to British shipyards and learned how 
to put together the enormous shells 
of steel that are used today for com- 
merce and for war upon the ocean. 
In many rspects, they have alreadv 
surpassed their teachers. 


"In the short space of sixteen years 


the Germans have acquired colonies 
with five times the area and one-fifth 
tlie population of the mother country. 
As the most fertile spots of the earth 
had already been, preempted, however, 
they were obliged to take what had 
been neglected by others as of no ac- 
count. The first rich prize they se- 
cured was Klao Chau Bay, with the 
province of Shantung as a sphere of 
Influence. Here they will have an op- 
portunity to show what Gorman pat- 
ience, German thrift 
and German 


method can accomplish. 
Judging by 


what has been done In less promising 
colonlea the result will be gratifying 
to German expansionists, ol whom Em- 
peror William is first 


GERMANY IN CHINA. 


"In China there is every reason why 


Germans should align themselves with 
the great commercial nations. 
Ger- 


man manufacturers have reached a 
point where they can compete In open 
market with any in the world. What 
they ask now is that their gov- 
ernment should give them, an oportun- 
ity to compete. And while Agralan in- 
fluence has in the past hampered trade 
relattons-notabiy with 
the 
United 


States—the industrial growth of Ger- 
many is such that the political power 
of the Agrarians is diminishing1. Of 
course, the Germans would not be too 
modest to undertake alone the exploi- 
tation of the whole of China but that 
is impossible. 


"While no one can prophesy with cer- 


tainty what great power is some day to 
occupy Constantinople, it is significant 
that the Germans are exploiting com- 
mercially not only Turkey, but the Bal- 
kan States. German capital has taken 
advantage of the friendship existing 
between the Kaiser and the Sultan to 
secure concessions in Turkey for the 
building of railways and the introduc- 
tion of steamship lines. The influence 
that France once exercised in the Le- 
vant has been superseded by German 
influence. 
The influence of 
Russia, 


still great because of fear, becomes less. 
In proportion as the Sultan leans more 
upon his friend, 
Rmperor William. 


The theatrical trip of the latter to Pal- 
estine was an outward sign of this. 
England, it should be noted, appears 
to be content / to allow Germany to 
grow at the expense of Russia. 


HER SWEEP IN PERSIA. 


"In Persia again, German and Eng- 


lish interests are opposed to Russian 
interests. When the Germans build to 
Bagdad, the railway for which they 
already have a concession, and which' 
the Sultan is eager to have construct- 
ed, it can be made to pay only by ex- 
tending it through Persia to connect 
with the English, railway in India. 
This would complete the overland 
route from, Berlin and the west to 
Bombay and would make Persia to a 
considerable extent commercially sub- 
sidiary to German merchants in Tur- 
key. 
On the other hand if Russia, 


seized Bender Abbas, on the Persian 
gulf, and connected by rail with the 
Russian raihvajs systems to the north, 
Russia would have in Persia another 
vassal state, and would be in a posi- 
tion to weaken German influence in 
Turkey. Also, England would find it 
difficult to prevent Russia from becom- 
ing predominant in Persia, as she now 
is in northern Persia. Together, Eng- 
.ynd and Germany, can to their mutual 
advantage open Persia to the commerce 
of the world, and, while maintaining 
its nominal independence, produce mo- 
dern civilization. 


THE NEW DRIE'BUND, 


"The association of the German em- 


pir , the British empire and the United 
States for purposes of mutual advan- 
tage is the greatest guarantee of peace 
the world has ever had. The united 
power of the three nations, even with- 
out Japan and Italy—I say nothing 
about Austria-Hungary—is so prepon- 
derant that war against them would 
mean the annihilation of the French 
and Russian fleets, and even though 
French and Russian armies should— 
which is more than doubtful—be vic- 
torious on land, it would be a barren 
victory, and they would, in the end, be 
obliged to capitulate to the powers that 
control the sea. Even if war were a 
possible contingency, the stake for 
which the Germans, who would, have 
to bear the brunt of it, are playing is 
so tremendous as to justify their tak- 
ng the risk. With the assurance 
:hat war is out of the question, Ger- 
many cannot hesitate. On, the one 
land is a sure prospect of commercial 
progress, which will cast into the 
shade the brilliant record made by 
the German empire in the past 30 
years; on the other is uncertainty and 
doubt 


"There are many in Germany, Eng- 


and and the United States, as well as 
elsewhere, to oppose the modernizing 
of the world, many in whom the spirit 
of anarchy is so strong that they pre- 
fer a 
feudal world in which petty 


states are allowed to perpetuate mis- 
•overnment, many who decry commer- 
cial civilization and fight with words 
'or what they term the rights of bar- 
oarism, many who object to a world 
peace obtained by means of an in- 
ternational policy. But their protests 
will grow fainter and fainter as civil- 
zation, confident in its reorganizing 
ability, fertilizes the desert and brings 
plenty 
where 
poverty %\as 
before, 


mbstitutes systems of imperial jus- 
ice for petty tyranny, teaches mil- 
ions to know necessities they never 
dreamed of, and shows them how, by 
patient work to satisfy the new wants, 
ducatcs them mentally, uplifts them 
morally and puts them into vital touch 
with the rest of human kind." 


"A friendly understanding with Ger- 


many which is by necessity a military 
nation, and by choice a commercial 
nation, will bo welcome to all who 
speak the English language. We are 


roud of what Count von Bulow calls 
he wonderful vitality of the German 
people that has involved them in the 
world's 
administration 
and 
drawn 


hem into the world's policy, and we 
hall rojoico to see the Germans reap 
he reward that comes to those who 
work. It will be a great satisfaction to 
us in the United States to see thoso 
of German descent here, wfeo have so ,

A New York Cafe That Kepotes Implicit 


Confidence In Its Customers 


It is rather surprising to find right on 


Park row a cnfe that trusts its custom- 
ers perfectly. This place has probahly 
800 regular callers. It is open day and 
night, and is run on a system of im- 
plicit faith in the honeaty of man. 
While not a place strictly high class, it 
offers what might be called a very 
"comfortable" meal, with trimmings 
before or after. Altogether, it is simply 
a plain place for an everyday man, with 
occasionally a little something extra 
on the bill of fare equaling anything in 
the city. 


This, of course, can he said of hun- 


dreds of similar places, but tho system 
of payment is something novel. The 
proprietor, a stout German, boasts no 
cashier, as there is very little cash to 
take in. On the cigar counter is a day- 
book. The customer comes in, goes to 
the ice chest in the corner if he wishes 
and takes a quiet nip out of a black 
bottle. Then he orders what he wants 
on the bill of fare. It is served quickly 
and neatly. He then counts up his own 
indebtedness and puts it opposite bis 
name in the book, including the "nip," 
or a cigar, il he prefers that He then 
walks serenely out, knowing no proprie- 
tor is glaring at him and no cashier 
yelling for him to come back and make 
the cash register good. 


This sort of childlike simplicity in 


running a business in the very heart of 
a city filled with ounkoers, green goods 
men and gold bricks without number 
is said to be a winning venture. Cus- 
tomers invariably settle weekly, Friday 
and Saturday being pay days, and the 
proprietor says he has as yet to lose a 
bill through deliberate fraud. A little 
experience with a man like that is al- 
most enough to renew one's confidence 
in human nature.—New York Letter in 
Fittsburg Dispatch. 


Primitive Surgery. 


It is difficult at this day to realize the 


horrors of a surgical operation before 
the discovery of • ansesthesia. The sur- 
geon's knife was necessarily pitiless, 
and the victim could only writbe and 
scream under the torture. The horror of 
an operation, even to a hero, may ba 
better understood by a story of Nelson, 
included in a paper by Dr. John Ash- 
hurst on " Surgery Before the Days of 
Ansesthetics,'' published in the Phila- 
delphia Eecord: 


No braver or more gallant gentleman 


ever lived than Admiral Viscount Nel- 
son, and after his right elbow had been 1 
shattered by a French bullet in the as- 
sault at Tenerife he manifested the ut- 
most courage, refusing to be taken to 
the nearest ship lest the sight of his in- 
jury should alarm the wife of a fellow 
officer whose own fate was uncertain. 


When his own ship was reached, he 


climbed up its side without assistance, 
saying: 


"Tell the surgeon to make haste and 


get his instruments. I know I must lose 
my right arm, so the sooner it is off the 
better." 


"He underwent the amputation," so 


says a private letter of one of his mid- 
shipmen, "with the same firmness and 
courage that have always marked his 
character." 


And yet so painfully was Nelson 


affected by the coldness of the operator's 
knife that when next going into action 
at the famous battle of the Nile he gave 
standing orders to his surgeons that hot 
water should always be kept in readi- 
ness during an engagement, so that if j 
another operation should be required he j 
might at least have the poor comfort of 
being cut with warm instruments. 


E-reBh Fish. 


In many places in warm climates it 


is customary to keep fish alive until 
they are sold. It would otherwise Ix 
impossible to keep them from spoiling 
except by too expensive rpfrigerating 
The marketman id likely to be the fish 
enuan himself aud to keep his catch in 
a well on his boat or in a slatted box in 
tho water. The buyer looks over the 
fish and picks out the one he wants, and 
the seller then kills the fish with a blow 
on the head with a club or with a 
knife. It is a common thing to kill the 
fish in the presence of the customer 
Pish are sold in this way at, for in 
Btance, Key West, Havana and Genoa.

French journalism ia 


much more personal in regard to its lit- 
erary composition than that of England 
or America. A large proportion of the 
articles ore signed with the names of 
the writers, even when the work is 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
aa the sporting or law,, departments of 
the paper. On the other hand, the own- 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in single hknds.thau is the case 
in America. Very many of the French 
papers are owned by companies or asso- 
ciations, while the stock of several oi 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
on the Stock Exchange, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail- 
way shares or Government bonds. 


The circulation of all but a very lew 


of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents. If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver- 
tised previously, or ii its fetrilleton, con- 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen- 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
weil known author, the circulation will 
runup 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort's 
memoirs, its circulation went up five- 
fold, although the price of the paper 
bad been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 


The French press is much more con- 


centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not'the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears'1 out '$he saying that 
"Paris is France^'-"—CKantauquan.
